Deposits, Savings 


Show Increase 


Close to $9 million in bank deposits and savings have 
poured into Plano banks and savings and loan institutions 
during the past year, a recent bank call revealed. 
Plano banks showed an increase in deposits of $1,607,461, 
while locally owned savings and loan associations reported 
an sizeable increase of $6,824,819 in savings, as of June 30. 
Total deposits in Plano banks was set at alm ost $42 
million, while the savings and loans accounted for close to 
$23 million in savings. This com pares to total county bank 
deposits of over $147 million and savings of close to $47 
million. 
First National Bank of Plano showed a deposit increase for 
the year of $388,344, while Plano Bank and T ru st’s deposit 
increase was set at $1,227,117. The savings increase at Plano 
Savings and Loan for the year was $4,625,744, while the 
newly formed Collin County Savings and Loan showed 
savings of $2,199,075.

For 
most people insect stings 
belong in the category of 
lites 
minor aches 
and 
pains 
like a 
headache or cold sores. However, 
for some people who are allergic to 
these stings, it can be extremely 
dangerous. Most of the trouble 
comes from a class of insects in the 
Hymenoptera. Now that is a word 
that should impress anyone. In this 
class are such varments as wasps, 
honey 
bees, 
hornets 
and 
yellowjackets. lf you get stung by 
an insect and there is a 
large 
amount of swelling and it becomes 
hard to breathe, or if you feel faint 
or dizzy, have a cold clammy skin, 
and your hearts starts beating fast, 
DON'T W AIT IO to 15 minutes to 
see if it will go away, get to a doctor 
or an emergency room at a hospital 
as quick as you can. Once these 
reactions start they may progress 
rapidly, and death has occurred 
within 5 to 30 minutes after the 
sting. 
For most of us, one of the best 
treatments for insect bites is to mix 
a little water with baking soda, 
make a paste and put it on the bite. 
Most insect venom is acid and the 
baking 
soda 
will 
neutralize 
it. 
Household ammonia will do the 
same thing but if you use too much 
of it you may neutralize the acid to 
the point that you get an alkali 
burn, and you are in worse shape 
than before. 
There was a letter in the Journal 
of 
the 
A m erican 
M edical 
Association saying that if you mix 
14 teaspoonful of meat tenderizer 
(not Accent) with I teaspoonful of 
water and apply it directly on the 
bite it would give 
relief within 
seconds. It seems that an enzyme 
in the tenderizer breaks down the 
venom and renders it painless. Also 
there is a little do hickey called 
Stine-Kill Swabs" on the market 
that seems to be extremely ef- : 
fective for the pain if you can get it 
on in time.

The 12-team league has 
had more than its share of 
problems getting underway 
and most of its big-name

W arfield 
and 
Jim 
Kiick—won’t be able to join 
until next season. 
But the new league has 
made rapid strides in the 
last six months and now the 
main question is whether the 
fans will pay to watch the 


team s in person—or even 
bother to watch on TV. 
The 
number of 
season 
tickets sold is open to some 
question since some of the 
claims aren ’t verified. The 
B irm ingham 
team 
first 
claimed it had sold 20,000 
season tickets but then back­ 
tracked and admitted it sold 
only about a third of that 
amount. 
The league is the brain­ 
child of Gary Davidson, the 
smoothtalking promoter who 


helped found the ABA and 
the WHA. 


But the important score 
for the new league will be on 
the bottom line of the ledger.
